If  be  has 
b.en  called,  gnd  fails  to  heed  that  call,  he 
will  find  his  life  greatlv  marred  by  his  un- 
faithfulness. The  called  man  will  have  the  ex- 
peiience  that  Paul  had,  and  will  fearlessly 
meet  the  obligation  pieced  upon  him.  “I  can 
do  all  things  thtough  Christ  which  stre  gthen 
eth  me.”  God  has  call-  d you,  and  that  is 
G->d'ssideof  the  question.  Your  side  of  theques 
tion,  is  how  cm  1 be  the  most  efficient  in  the 
work?  - How  can  I bring  the  v ry  best  that  is 
in  me  to  the  effice  of  the  ministry?  This  leads 
me  to  say,  that  you  owe  it  to  Gcd  to  get  the 
very  best  preparation  possible.  I am  sure 
that  we  all  realize  that  preparation  is  import- 
ant. The  best  educated  men,  however,  are 
not  always  the  best  preachers.  I know  some 
men  who  have  been  highly  polished  in  uni- 
versities and  seminaries,  that  cannot  preach  a 
“tolerable”  good  seimon.  Some  men  who 
are  our  best  educated  men  have  ijtver  bad  the 
advantage  of  a Seminary  course,  but  they 
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Christ  and  hinjj  crucified  should  be  the  watch- 
word of  every  preacher.  Carry  {bis  message 
to  your  people  land  always  be  on  the  outlook 
for  results  and  you  will  be  sure  to  find  your 
ministry  fruitful.  Some  congregations  are  fed 
on  everything  but  the  (bread  of  life.-  We  are 
too  prone  to  wtant  to  display  our,  oratorical 
abilities.  Noi#  we  will  suppose  that  the  call- 
ed man  has  a gospel  ihesssge  for  his  people, 
let  us  watch  tie  manner  of  bis  delivery.  The 
delivery  of  a sermon  i{  very  important.  The 
way  you  deliver  your  | sermon  means  mneh. 
“Many  a good  sermon  has  been  wrecked  on 
the  reef  of  pooij  delivery,  and  many  a po6r 
sermon  has  he<^n  a poiper  becau>e  of  its  being 
well  delivered.  Delivery  is  good  powder  be- 
hind a well-loaned  gup.  You  are  not  going 
to  shoot  to  malfe  a npise,  but  to  hit  some- 
thing.” Some  pointsjfor  us  to  remember: 

i.  Be  earnest  in  ^our  delivery.  Have 
your  message  sp  woven  into  your  being  that 
it  will  become  a part  of  you.*,  ft  is  often  well 
to  r-  fleet  “thatll  am  G jd’s  messenger,  with  a 
message  to  imknortal  souls,  and  I must  be 
faithful  in  giving  it  l<>  them.”  This  will 
make  you  very  {much  n earnest. 

2 Be  yourself,  and  not  some  one  elss.  Do 
not  try  to  delivir  your  sermon  like  some  other 
preacher.  Do  pot  ass  ume  a preache’rs  tone’ 
Nothing  will  subject  rou  to  such  severe  criti- 
cism as  the  assumed  tone  peculiar  to  some 
preachers  Talk  natural. 

3.  Behave  yourself  while  you  are  in  the 
pulpit.  Don't  Tant  and  charge  like  you  were 
trying  to  bead  off  a drove  of  Texas  ponies. 
Remember  that!  you  ate  in  God’s  house.  Ik- 
careful  that  your  movements1  are  not  slov  n 
and  awkward.  Be  wi  ie  awake  and  still  n«t 
in  too  big  a hniry;  lik  : you  had  some  very 
important  busit  ess  to  attend  to  when  you  are 
through.  Don  t beat  the  Bible  and  the  pul- 
pit; it  makes  so  ne  sen  iitive  people  very  nerv- 
ous. It  is  very  unbecoming  for  two  preachers 
to  sit  in  the  pulpit  aid  whisper  and  look 
around  over  the  congr  egation. 

My  last  counpel  is,  0 give  special  attention 
to  your  delivery,  and  try  to  improve  on  it 
each  time.  * Bishop.

vith  the  Mogul  locomotives  of  today,  it  was 
ittle  more  than  a train  of  four  horse  wagons 
wouldn't  dare  to  go  near  it.  When  I reached 
ackson'20  years  later  and  saw  the  improve- 
nents,  ^ still  had  some  of  the  boyish  fear, 
s I left  my  horse  and  got  aboard  the  train 
or  Vicksburg.  As  it  m^ved  off  I felt  a re- 
;ret  that  I did  not  continue  my  trip  to  Vicks- 
jurg  on  horse  back.  As  it  gained  speed  I 
nvoluntarily  stretched  out  my  hands  to 
lather  the  reins,  as  in  a buggy,  but  found  I 
ras  grasping  the  air,  and  my  steed  running 
lead  long,  I scarcely  knew  where  having  for- 
fot  my  town  and  interested  only  to  pick  a 
•lace  tp  jump  if  we  should  strike  a stump. 
These  were  mv  impressions  without  an  at 
jempt  at  facetiousness.  I can  now  appreci- 
ate a j^ke  at  the  expense  of  an  old  lady  in 
omewhat  similar  condition  some  time  after- 
wards, as  the  story  goes.  She  had  never 
een  a railroad,  but  contented  herself  by  her 
mining  in  the  corner.  Her  children  p*r- 
uaded  her  to  go  abroad  to  visit  a relative 
wen  y miles  distant,  and  told  her  to  sit  still 
nd  knit  as  she  went  and  not  look  out  much 
in  the  way  and  she  would  get  there  all  right. 
Vhen  put  off  at  right  place,  she  was  asked 
low  she  enjoyed  the  irip  and  what  she  saw 
ra  the  way.  She  replied,  "I  didn’t  look  out 
mt  once  and  saw  a hay-slack  but  that  was 
oing  very  rapidly  the  other  way.” 


After  I reache i Vicksburg  and  recovered 
rom  my  panic  of  riding  in  a carriage  without

1 ras  a son-in  law  of  Mr.  Wm.  Montgomery, 
) whom  allusion  has  been  made,  from  this 
Lssociation. 

He  was  equal  to  the  best  farmer  in  the 
•ate,  progressive  in  spirit,  energetic  in  all  his 
lotions,  and  member  or  honoiary  member  of 
very  Baptist  (unction  in  the  State,  including 
le  office  of  Treasurer  of  our  Slate  Con  ven- 
ous, then  rising  like  a young  giant,  but  not 
rell  informed  of  Its  strength  or  duties.  When 
'reasury  run  short.  Dr  P.  piid  balances  out 
f his  private  purse.  He  was  also  editor  of 
rhatever  of  agricultural  literature  then  be- 
inning  to  bud  forth.

After  enj  lying  his  hospitality,  with  his 
highly  cnltivited  wife  and  daughter,  Mrs: 
I *r.  Kells,  who  afterwards  built  the  celebrat- 
ei  " Kell's  Cottage,”  as  a monument  to  his 
( hen)  late  deceased  wife,  I went  with  him 
td  Clinton.  (I  ought  to  say  we  left  after 
p-ayers  with  his  well  managed  servants  (40 
O'  50)  which  was  his  custom  ) 

I shall  never  forget  how  sad  and  gloomy 
tilings  looked  abont  the  campus  and  town. 
Prof  I.N.  Urner  was  chairman  of  the  faculty. 
We  adopted  the  word  “President,”  with  cau- 
tion. He  was  rather  a stern  looking  man, 
aid  tight  faithfully  did  he  discharge  his  du- 
ties in  that  capacity. 

Although  matters  looked  gloomy  to  me, 

I r.  Phillip's  eyes  locked  blight  and  ratbtr 
jc  yous  as  he  said;  r \ye  are  going  to  do  great 
tl  ings  here,  before  a great  while,  Bro.  F. 

K aik  what  I say.  Suppose  you  cut  loose 
from  Stark ville  and  come  down  here  and 
h elp  us  build  np  something  worthy  of  onr 
n inie.”  I told  him  I could  not  think  of  such 
a thing.  I was  a little  .home  sick,  and  asked 
h m to  take  me  to  the  train.  He  had  dis- 
covered I was  shy  of  the  R R.,  and  he  pro 
p^sed  to  trot  down  to  Jackson  in  his  buggy* 
Where  I found  and  mounted  my  horse  and 
struck  out  like  a young  lover,  as  I was,  for 
Oktibbeha,  125  miles  distant. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  I have  received 
The  Baptist,  containing  No.  2.  I find  some 
niistakes  which  deserve  a short  notice.  In 
tl ie  notice  of  C.  A.  Hogan’s  burial  I mingled 
a brief  notic  of  Deacon  John  Joiner.  Owing 
tt  my  greatly  impaired  vision,  I interlined 
tl  ie  notice  of  Deacon  Joiner  and  put  it  in  the 
wrong  line.  So  that  I hurried  Bro.  J.  under 
tlie  epitaph  of  Deacon  Hogan.  Bro.  Joiner  is 
n>t  deceased,  bnt  very  much  alive.  In  com- 
ply with  our  most  active  and  devout  pastor, 
Bro.  M.  K.  Thornton,  dined  with  Bro.  Joiner 
aid  his  highly  esteemed  wife,  about  five 
n iles  east  of  town.  It  proved  a day  of  un- 
it >xed  divine  joy.  He  is  an  active  and  suc- 
cessful farmer.  He  was  in  the  cornfield 
gathering  his  ball  crop,  common  this  season. 

E e laid  business  aside  and  gave  himself  to 
hospitality  unstinted  asoi  ancient  times  when 
ws  were  young  men  together.  Sister  Joiner 
joined  us  most  heartily  as  we  revelled  in  the 
land  of  Beulah,  and  gathered  afresh  some  of 
tbe  lilacs  and  lilies  of  the  valley,  which  our 
L»d  had  painted  in  that  walley  in  the  day  6< 
hi  3 tender  love,  when  a man  of  sorrows  and 
acquainted  with  grief.  Our  young  pastor 
m ngled  his  tears  of  j >y,  wiih  ours  of  age, 
ut  til  we  fancied  we  s»w  theglintings  of  glory 
re  lected  from  the  spires  of  the  New  Jcrnsa- 
lei  n which  shall  come  down  from  Heaven  in 
ths  latter  days,  when  the  "Tabernacle  of 
God  shall  be  with  men.”

The  year  before  they  made  $10,- 
ooo  worth  of  cotton,  plenty  <f  corn  and  other 
things  good  to  have  and  paid  $25  for  mis- 
sions. This  yeaf  the  membership  of  one 
church  has  m .de  about  $9  000  werth  < f cot- 
ton. Now,  how  mnch  of  that  is  du  • the 
Loid?  Under  the  Jewish  system,  $900.  How 
much  have  we  given?  I am  ashamed. 

In  the  face  of  these  facts,  why  are  farm-rs 
worth  so  much?  Why  does  not  God  visit 
them  in  His  wrath? 

Muliiply  the  $9-10  b ; two,  and  you  have 
$1  800  which  my  people  ought  to  have  given 
last  year  even  under  the  old  Jewish  system. 
Aie  we  poor?  No.  Wbat  is  the  roa'ter?  We 
don’t  try.  We  are  sinful.

with  a speech  to  make.  If  anyone  came  down 
and  was  asked  what  the  plodders  in  the  up- 
per room  weie  driving  at,  he  would  usually 
be  getting  ready  to  light  his  pipe  or  cigar 
and,  of  coprse  had  no  good  word  for  what  he 
had  ju^st  forsaken  in  his  anxiety  to  take  a 
whiff  and  ^olly  with  the  uproarious  loafers 
down  below.  So  the  most  superficial  reader 
will  observe  that  the  sociable  idea  of  tobacco 
has  its  exclusive  side  and  furnishes  one  more 
proof  that  no! man  can  serve  two  masters. 

Another  buoying  view  of  the' matter  worked' 
on  me  considerably.  I was  told  that  the 
moderate  use  of  iobacco  promoted  digestion. 

’ It  was  rather  strange  that  this  argument  took 
such  vigorous  grasp  on  me,  ina  much  as  I 
had  always  been  easily  able  to  digest  abont 
all  that  was  in  my  reach,  but  when  you  are 
on  the  moving  current  you  fiud  almost  any- 
thing will'  be  seiz;d  to  help  you  along.  It 
was  a booming  pride  to  me  to  say  that  I used 
tobacco  to  promote  digestion.  That  was  a 
staggering  blow  to  all  opposition,  and  even 
my  pliant  doctor,  wfose  chief  object  seemed 
to  be  to  jet  me  have  my  own  way  about 
things, was  a smoker  and  told  me  that  mv  liver 
was  weak  ifind  needed  help  O.her  friends 
talked  the  }ame  way,  and  it  seemed  a religious 
doty  for  mel  to  have  a wise  regard  f >r  the  deli- 
cate and  all  imper  ant  matter  of  digestion. 
This  got  m^  into  it,  encourage  I me  in  it,  and 
justified  al|  that  it  Jinvolved.  Sometimes  I 
would  get  [nervous  and  my  food  Indicated 
either  a desire  to  return  by  the  same  route  it 
started  ot  ejse  go  into  winter  quarters  at  a way 
Statioo.  If  I was  chewing  at  the  time  "I  wa3 
advised  to  sfiioke,  or  if  I was  smoking  then, 
moderate  chewing  was  the  prescription,  or  if 
I was  doing  both,  then  pills  wet*  ordtrtd.  I 
often  had  }ears  of  fairly  good  health,  and 
then  it  was  that  I was  fl^ng  far  up  in  the  air, 
so  to  speak,  as  a sample  of  what  the  moderate 
use  of  tobacco  would  do  for  the  improvement 
of  man.  Meanwhile  I became  chronic  in  my 
indigestion  and  had  a:bad  taste  in  my  month. 

Now  I am  not  at  afl  sure  that  tobacco  hurts 
everybody  in  point  of  health.  So  far  as  I 
know  it  doe*  not  hurt  some,  and  it  seems  to 
help  others.  Those  who  insist  that  it  does 
not  injure  them  need  not  ri<  to  explain.  If 
they  are  surk  that  it  does  not  affect  them  un- 
favorably that  settles  it,  and  we  wi!J  have  no 
contention.  I used  to  maintain  that  it  did 
not  do  me  the  least  hum,  and  indeed  I never 
knew  what  was  true  in.  the  case  until  I 
stopped. 

In  my  tobacco  days  I was  much  sustained 
by  the  reflection  that  it  was  a harmless  indul- 
gence, so  far  las  others  were  concerned.  This. 

I maintained!  with  a decided  confidence.  It 
was  just  a snjall  pleasure  which  I liked,  and 
the  other  mkn  had  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
Gradually,  however,  I found  that  ground  be- 
neath me  crumbling  away.  I found  some  of  my 
friends  readjj  to  complain  that  I forsook  them 
relentlessly  lo  run  with  the  tobacco  gang; 
others,  espec  ally  ladies,  were  annoyed  by  ml 
me  of  the  too  vigorous  weed  in  their  presence, 
and  some  of  ny  choicest  lady  friends  were  of- 
fended by  my  breath.  There  were  yet  others 
who — pcssib  y a little  bnatical — regarded  my 
habit  as  unb<  coming  my  station  and  work  as 
a minister,  1 nd'  it  gravelled  me  seiiously  to 
lose  their  g<od  opinion.  Some  of  the  more 
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systematic  of  iffy  friends  actually  counted  up 
the  average  of  cigars  I used  or  gave  away, 
and  compared  jit  with  my  gifts  to  the  spread  of 
the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  earth,  and  the  ex- 
hibit was  disastrous  to  my  good  name.  What 
perhaps  struct^  me  the  most  withering  blow 
was  something  quite  different  from  all  this. 
I was  distinctly  conscious  that  the  youth  of 
the  country  Was  being  blighted  by  the  use 
of  cigarettes.  That  was  a thing  palpable  and 
not  to  be  denied.  I saw  pretty  and  promising 
la#s  smoking  themselves  to  death  right  before 
my  two  eyes,  gnd  I was  dumb.  My  habit 
paraljzed  me;  It  was  vain  to  warn  them 
against  a thing  which  I was  myself  indulging. 
It  made  me  sjly  and  hidden  in  my  habit. 
I could  not  save  anybody  from  the  evil,  and 
so  I tried  to  conceal  my  own  record  in  the 
matter. 

Another  ple|  was  rich  in  consolation  with 
me  I constantly  a-surid  my-elf  that  the  use 
of  tobacco  was  a mere  by  play  with  me— not 
any  habit,  bntisimply  a little  dip  into  forbid- 
den plrBsureS  qb  ch  could  be  cut  off  at  will. 
This  view  kejit  up  my  self  respect,  and  I 
played  the  rolej  of  an  amateur  in  the  tobacco 
habit,  And  often  charmed  myself  with  the  as- 
surance that  4ny  fair  morning  I might  bid 
adieu  to  my  indulgence  aed  be  free.  While 
traveling  abroad  I got  out  of  reach  of  my  sort 
of  tobacco  and  by  misery  was  acute.  I spent 
a day  in  a foreign  city — when  days  were  most 
valuable  to  rne-i—  in  seeking  something  to  al- 
lay my  frightful  longing  for  tobacco.  Noth- 
ing but  tobacccj  wr  uld  do  it,  and  of  that  I 
found  none  an<f  my  woes  were  unspeakable. 
My  sense  of  freedom  was  gone.  A grim  and 
ghastly  master  [had  me  in  the  collar.  I was  a 
victim  to  the  tojbacco  habit. 

Nearly  akin  jo  the  delusion  that  I was  not 
much  attached  to  the  American  weed,  was 
another  feeling  Ito  the  effect  that  I djd  not  in- 
dulge largely.  You  see  the  argument  ran 
this  way — it  was  utterly  wrong  to  use  tobacco 
to  excess,  but  jto  use  it  moderately  and  al- 
ways keep  it  unjder  control  was  quite  an  inno- 
cent way  of  living.  Of  course  I repudiated 
the  notion  that  I was  overdoing  the  matter. 

I used  it  moderately  and  was  a model  to  my 
generation  and  (country.  At  times  I would  tie 
myself  down  to  three  times  a day  and  to  that 
I^stuck  with  inexorable  slnbborness.  allowing 
for  exceptions  qf  cenrae.  If  I traveled,  that 
was  an  exception,  and  I grew  passionately 
fond  of  traveling.  If  I preached  an  extra  ser- 
mon, that  created  an  emergency  and  needed 
a cigar  and  I wis  ever  on  the  alert  for  chances 
to  work  in  exika  sermons.  If  I had  some 
special  mental  tqsk  upon  me— something  that 
demanded  the  b^st  conditions  for  production, 
that  constituted  n radiant  exception,  and  my 
mental  toils  were  unduly  protracted  If  I 
found  one  of  my  teeth,  disposed  to  fret  or 
grumble,  I felt  tjiat  a providential  emergency 
on  my  bihalf  had  been  brought  in.  Indeed, 

I became  a skillful  manufacturer  of  excep- 
tions and  I filed1  them  with  a prodigality, 
that  would  have  astonished  a criminal  lawyer. 
In  short,  I beguiled  my  conscience  with  the 
claim  that  I wasj  a paragon  of  moderation,  but 
I provided  a fund  of  exceptions  which  satis- 
fied my  appetite,  Of  course  many,  noble  users 
of  tobacco  will  scoff  at  my  confession  and  say 
that  they  do  not  do  that  way.  Perhaps  so. 


bu  perhaps  they  deceive  themselves. 

Now,  brethren  of  the  Amb:er  Club,  I hive 
ait  asked  yon  to  stop.  With  some  of  yiu  the 
the  stopp  ng  day  has  closed.  You  are  tobac- 
:oiz»d— yon  are  impregnated  with  it  and  will 
(ever  escape  from  your  thraldom.  Call  no 
man  mas*er  uniess  you  wish,  but  a tyrant  has 
its  fingers  on  your  throats.  I speak  not  to 
them  and  I give  advice  to  none.  I only  de- 
sire to  say  that  if  this  paper  finds  a reading  at 
the  hands  of  a conscious  stricken  bro’her,  he 
can  break  from  the  grasp  of  this  habit  if  he 
will,  and  when  he  does  he  will  be  a free  man.

Africa  is  one  of  the  great  mis- 
sion fields  of  the  fntnre.  A popu- 
lation variously  estimated  at  from 
160,000.000  to  300,000,000.  with 
nearly  600  different  languages  and 
dialects.  European  powers  are 
struggling  over  "Sphe'es  of  in- 
fluence,” bat  the  light  is  pene- 
trating the-  darkness.  Already  45 
societies  are  at  work,  the  bible  has 
been  translated,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  Into  70  languages,  and  there 
are  over  1,200  missionaries.  In 
Uganda  alone,  with  10,000,000  of 
a population,  where  twenty  years 
ago  there  was  no  missionary,  there 
are  now  500  churches,  600  teach- 
ers and  over  60.000  under  instruc- 
tion. There  are  too  native  labor- 
ers supported  by  native  contribu- 
tions. In  five  months  10,000  cop- 
ies of  the  gospels  were  sold,  such  is 
their  enthusiasm.  What  hath  God 
wrought? 

NORTH  AFRICA. 

Africa  is  roughly  divided  into 
north,  central  and  south  Africa. 
North  Africa  is  mostly  under 
British  and  French  rule.  Eng- 
land has  access  to  the  Sondan  by 
way  of  the  Nile  from  the  Medit- 
erranean, and  by  the  Niger  from 
the  west  coast.  This  is,  roughly 
speaking,  a territory1  of  6,000 
square  miles,  with  a population  of 
about  60,000000.  France  has 
access  to  the  Sondan  by  way  of
